INA BOARD AND MEMBERSHIP MEETING DATES 


The INA officers hold three board meetings each year and one open membership 
meeting. These meetings are held in conjunction with a coin show. The annual 
board meeting is held during the INA’s Annual Coin Show & Convention which 
is hosted by a different Coin Club each year. The INA’s officers board meeting is 
held the evening of the first day of the INA coin show and the open membership 
meeting is conducted on the morning of the second day of the INA coin show.

February 28, 2009 at Coin-a-Rama, Nevada, lowa 

July 11, 2009 at Central lowa Coin & Stamp Expo, Altoona, lowa 
October 10, 2009 at Annual INA Coin Show, Altoona, lowa 
October 11, 2009 Open membership meeting, Altoona, lowa 





President John Jackson called the meeting to order. The minutes were read, 
George Shook moved that they be accepted, Denny Ross seconded and they 
were approved. The treasurer’s report was given with a balance of 
$6013.31 in the general fund and $1,180.15 in the ICTA fund. Denny 
moved we accept the report, George Shook seconded and the treasurer’s 
report was approved. 
Thanks was given to Denny and the Ottumwa Coin Club for the Great 
show. The medals for the Historians display was brought up and an 
example of all three types of medals were given to INA Historian Tom 
Robertson. 
How did the voting go for the extra items on the ballot? The proposed 
change of Article VI passed overwhelmingly, 142 Yes and 5 No. Although 
it was a lot closer on whether or not we should centralize the INA Shows 
or if we should leave it the way it has been. 89 wanted to leave it the way 
it was while 66 said we should centralize the shows. After much discussion, 
including how the club could get better prices from convention sites if you 
were locking in up to three years at a time, a modified centralizing plan was 
arrived at. Denny motioned that we do it for three years in a central 
location then a fourth year elsewhere. Tom Robertson seconded and the 
motion passed. The next three years will be in the Des Moines area.

INA’s 70" Annual Coin Show & Convention

This years Annual Coin Show and Convention, on October 11 and 12, 
provided something for everyone. With 69 tables of coins, currency and 
numismatic material there was plenty to search through for collectors and 
viewers alike. 36 dealers were set up to help collectors find that special 
coin or piece of currency. The two day show had an attendance of just over 
300 collectors and viewers.

Dealer Gene Bright gets a surprise serenade from the “Aloes’ 
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Why is it called the “Morgan” Dollar? 
By Susan Headley 


Actually, the Morgan Dollar (so 
called because it was designed by 
George T, Morgan) has been 
called much worse. When it first 
came out, it was an unpopular coin frequently derided as © 
the “Buzzard Dollar’ because of the shape of the eagle’s 
head and the eagle’s generally scrawny appearance. 
Another popular term for the Morgan was “Cartwheels”. The 

proper term for the coin type is the “Liberty Head” dollar. 

Millions and Millions of Morgans: 

Although the Morgan Dollar wasn’t very popular when it first came out, we 
know today that it is one of the most popular coin types in the entire U.S. 
coinage series. Why did this change? 

The answer is, millions and millions of Morgans! More than a half a billion 
Morgan Dollars were made between 1878 and 1904, largely because of a 
law called the Bland-Allison Act passed by congress in February of 1878, 
which mandated that the treasury must buy 2 to 4 million troy ounces of 
silver per month! 

The “Silver Dick” Lobby: 

The treasury was forced to buy this incredible amount of silver, which was 
flowing out of the Comstock Lode in Nevada, because of a group of silver 
mine owners who formed a lobbying group. Led by Congressman Richard 
“Silver Dick” Bland, the silver lobby was able to pass legislation that made 
the U.S. Treasury its biggest customer.

Of course, the Treasury had to do something with all this silver, so it had 
the Mint produce the Liberty Head, aka Morgan Silver Dollars. 

Morgan Dollars are Called “Buzzard Dollars”: 

The Morgan Dollar wasn’t very popular. The Eagle was 
considered ugly, and the coin was derisively called a 
‘cartwheel’ for its large size and weight, so the Morgan 
Dollars sat in Government vaults for many years, |§ 
languishing in obscurity. Hundreds of millions of them ° 
were melted down again through the years, and many, 
such as the 12,000 made in 1895, are unaccounted for. But 

there were still plenty of Morgans to go around, since they only circulated 
in a few small areas. 





The Silver Certificate Secret: 
Sometime around 1960, certain coin dealers became aware that the 
Treasury was giving out Morgan Dollars that were more than 80 years old, 
on a dollar for dollar basis, in exchange for silver certificates. Many of the 
dealers were just after the silver bullion at lower-than-market cost, but 
others realized the potential collector value of these 60 to 80 year-old mint 
state dollars. 

The Public Finally Wakes up to the Beauty of the Morgan Dollar: 
The treasury had about 2.9 million Morgans left in 1964, mostly scarce 
Carson City specimens, which the GSA put up for public sale via mail-bid 
auctions starting in 1972. By 1980, as the supplies dwindled, the public 
finally became interested in the beautiful Morgan Dollar. The real feeding 
frenzy came, however, when an amazing hoard of more than 400.000 
Morgans were found in the basement of Nevada miser Lavere Redfield 
after his death in 1975. 

Morgan Mania at Last: 

The Redfield find got a lot of publicity, and as the U.S. population had 
become a lot more familiar with the value of its silver coins in the years 
following the change from silver coinage to clad coinage, the Morgan 
Dollar finally came into its own as a popular collectable series. The 
publication of the “Comprehensive Catalog and Encyclopedia of Peace and 
Morgan Silver Dollars” by Leroy Van Allen and George Mallis, (the VAM 
book) also spurred significant interest in Morgans. 

Wham VAM, Thank You Ma’am: 

The VAM book, so named for the initials of its authors, really boosted the 
values of Morgan Dollars into the big time. This book lists all of the known 
varieties of the Morgan Dollar series, and got collectors to examine their 
coins more closely for detail. Coins that were previously valued based on 
a given year’s known mintage of X number of specimens, now had sub- 
categories of specimens for that year based on die varieties. These sub- 
categories were naturally more scarce than just any coin from that year, so 
collectors who might previously have been satisfied with one specimen 
from each year and mint, now had to have several from each to complete 
the set”. 

The Holy grail of the Morgan Dollar series: 

The 1895 Morgan Dollar is known as the “King of the 
Morgans” because it is the rarest and most valuable of the 
entire Morgan Dollar series. Proof-68 specimens of this 
rare coin have sold for upwards of $120,000 at auction. 
According to U.S. Mint records, there were 12,000 regular 
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circulation Morgan Dollars struck for 1895, and 880 proof specimens 
struck. However, only 75 to 80 of the 1895 Morgans have been accounted 
for, all of them proofs. Some of the proof specimens have been circulated, 
usually by accident because the Mint didn’t always package them quite as 
nice as they do today. Where did 12,000 plus coins go? 

Mysterious Disappearance?; 

There are no business strike specimens known to exist. Numismatic 
scholars are divided in their opinions as to why the 12,000 business strike 
specimens of the 1895 Morgan Silver Dollar have vanished into history. 
Most believe that the coins were never minted in the first place, and that 
this notation in the Mint accounting ledgers is in error. Some believe that 
the coins were minted, but melted down for various reasons. I even read 
one theory that proposes the coins were lost at sea in a shipwreck. 

Is it out there? Possibly. If so, 1f it ever came to light, it will be one of the 
most spectacular finds ever in American numismatics! ©

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How Should I Store My Coins 
By Robert L Taylor, JD 


There are two concerns when discussing the storage of 
coins. First, the storage of the individual coin, and 
second, the storage of a group of coins, or an entire collection. 

Storage of a Coin Collection. 

The Environment of the entire collection, or a group of coins is the focus, 
take into consideration temperature, humidity and light. A relatively 
constant, moderate to low temperature and humidity are preferable for long 
term storage of numismatic collectibles. Placing packets of silica gel, 
which absorb moisture, in the coin storage areas helps control atmospheric 
humidity. The less light the better; and absolutely no sunlight. This is why 
a safe or vault is an ultimate storage container; because it controls 
temperature, light and humidity, and provides Superior Safety. 

Groups of of coins, or Collections are best stored in plastic coin boxes, 
such as sold by PCGS, NGC and Whitman, and which will hold 20, 
separated, “slabbed” coins, of any size. Another alternate is a cardboard 
coin storage box (single and double; red, blue or black), which stack easily 
on each other. Different sizes are available for slabs, as well as vinyl and 
cardboard flips. 

Storage of individual coins. 

Putting individual coins into holders is imperative for all coins whose 
condition is BU and above, or MS 60 and higher. Coins below these 
designations are considered “circulated” - because they are found in 
general circulation of money. Typically this will mean they are found in 
pocket change, or in rolls of coins purchased at a local bank. Although 
collecting circulated coins is a great personal challenge for many 
collectors. The more serious Coin Collectors will concentrate 
on’’Uncirculated” coins(BU+ and MS 60+) because of their better 
condition(grade), value, and appearance. 

Types of containers or holders. 

Almost anything will do for coins with small or no numismatic value. A 
coin that is worth only face value, is not likely to have much numismatic 
value, and appearance, while nearly airtight holders made of inert materials 
are a better idea for valuable coins. 

Bags, jars and boxes are adequate for raw pocket change and circulated 
coins. 
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Paper envelopes or paper flips of various sizes (usually 2x2) are still used 
for single coins. Be sure to use envelopes made explicitly for holding coins, 
otherwise your coins may change color (tone) over time due to reaction 
with sulfur or other chemicals present in the paper. Since the coin can not 
be seen, it is now out of favor with collectors. | 
Folders and Albums are sold primarily for series and type sets. Properly 
used, they offer moderate protection from wear and handling. Over the 
years coins may tone due to reaction with sulfur or other chemicals present 
in the folders and albums, and are still exposed to light, air ,;chemicals and 
human touching. Albums have clear plastic covers over the coins, which 
slide in and out. This sliding action can leave unwanted and unattractive 
marks on the coin. Plastic flips are available in various materials. 

“Soft” flips were once made from polyvinyl chloride (PVC) which 
decomposed over time with disastrous results for coins; leaving a green 
appearance and substance. PVC flips are no longer made and sold. Mylar, 
vinyl and acetate flips do not contain PVC. While not airtight, they are 
reasonable choices for moderate value coins that will be “left alone” for 
multiple years. 

Vinyl pages (8 % x 11) which fit into a three ring binder, are well suited 
for cardboard and vinyl flips, with great visibility of coin obverse and 
reverse. This is a great favorite. 

Mylar-lined cardboard flips, often called “2x2s” or cardboard flips. At one 
time, the most preferred and commonly used, but also available in other 
sizes, are similar to plastic flips. A coin placed between the two halves, 
which are then folded over and stapled together (some brands contain an 
adhesive). The boxes that they come in are ideal for multiple coin storage. 
Tubes are plastic containers designed to hold a number of the same size 
coins. They come in different sizes for different coins. They are fine for 
bulk storage of circulated coins and are appropriate for higher grade 
uncirculated, BU+ and MS 60+ coins. A disadvantage is that the coins 
cannot be viewed without being removed from the tube. 

Hard plastic holders are preferable for more valuable coins. They are self 
sealing, and not known to contain any materials that harm coins and offer 
good protection against scratches, touching and handling, air and 
chemicals, and other physical damage. They are available for individual 
and small sets of coins, and come in all sizes. 

Slabs are sonically sealed hard plastic holders for individual coins. They 
offer excellent protection. Because of the expense of having a coin slabbed, 
they are generally suitable only for more valuable coins -1.e.; BU+ and MS 
60+ coins. Although generic slabs are available, most often, a slab will be 
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seen holding a coin that has been Professionally Certified and Graded - 
which has tremendous advantages. 

The biggest advantage is when buying a coin on the internet or by phone. 
you know what you are getting. A coin Certified and Graded by one of the 
“top four” grading services gives reliability, assurance and security. A big 
advantage over the scam sellers of raw coins. © 2007
